Owners of 1966-70 model vehicles who have questions 
or complaints about the new oxides of nitrogen control de¬ 
vice program have two toll-free numbers they can call, 
starting Monday, August 19. 

For information about the program generally — the 
accredited devices, the installation dates keyed to license 
number, the effects of the devices — the number to call 
is 800-242-4450. Air Resources Board personnel will re¬ 
spond. 

For help with complaints about overcharges or faulty 
installation, the number to call is 800-952-5210. The Bureau 
of Automotive Repair, which licenses installers and sta¬ 
tions, will respond. 

Information about exempt vehicles may be obtained 
from licensed stations. Fact sheets about the program 
are expected to be available from licensed installation sta- 
itons by this wek. They are being distributed at this time. 

Under the statewide mandatory installation schedule, 
installation is keyed to license plate number. The final 
digit on the license plate determines the time for instal¬ 
lation. Vehicles whose final license plate digit is 1 must 
have a NOx device installed by September 30, 1974.

Current gasoline availability has dulled many people's 
concern with the energy shirtage. But the industries 
charged with providing tomorrow’s energy supplies are 
stressing actions that must be taken at once in the fields 
of taxalion, environmental legislation, prices and tech¬ 
nology, if there is to be assurance of sufficient energy to 
maintain the security and well-being of the United States. 

Right now a critical issue is whether the Clean Air 
Act will be modified in time to permit utilization of the 
nation’s vast coal reserves to prevent otherwise inevitable 
power shortages. The Clean Air Act calls for installation 
of certain pollution control devices called stack gas scrub¬ 
bers to be installed by mid-1975. The problem is that scrub¬ 
bers have yet to be perfected that can meet the deadline. 
As a major electric utility system states, "The ‘stack gas 
scrubber’ that some say is the answer to removing sulfur- 
dioxide, doesn’t exist in a practical working sense. If such 
scrubbers did exist they couldn’t be installed in time. If 
they did exist and could be installed, the resulting ground 
pollution would be worse than any potential air pollution. 
It is absolutely imperative that the Clean Air Act be 
amended. There is no other way . . . Unless the Clean Air 
Act is amended we will have a real energy crisis.” 

This utility system, like many others, is not attempting 
to evade the very real necessity of preserving a livable 
environment. It is seeking to blend achievable environ¬ 
mental goals with the imperative of producing the energy 
required to maintain a life-sustaining environment. It is 
calling for the utilization now of the one resource that can 
tide the nation over the energy gap of the next few years. 
That resource is coal, and as has been said before time 
and again, “America has more coal than the Middle East 
has oil. Let’s dig it!”

The public is being used 
as a test tube for social ex¬ 
periments. The law-abiding 
is the one who pays the bill 
in dollars and suffering. 

Rehabilitation, in the 


sense of job and skill train¬ 
ing, seems to be effective 
only with the youthful of¬ 
fender under 18. An adult’s 
attitude is usually set and 
can be altered only by pre¬ 
senting him with hard, clear 
alternatives. “Work outside 
the prison or work Inside — 
take yaur choice.” “Commit 
more than two felonies and 
prison will be your domicile 
for the rest of your life ’’ 
This Is meaningful dialogue 
to an adult. 

Although It is rewarding 
to see a change in adult 
criminal attitudes, the term¬ 
ination of criminal behavior 
i s the desired end result. Wo 
may never stop a criminal¬ 
ly inclined person from 
thinking about committing a 
crime, but we can make 
committing a crime suf¬ 
ficiently painful so he will 
think twice before acting. 

If the criminalv inclined 
does commit another felony, 
prison serves another valu¬ 
able function: If the crim¬ 
inal is behind bars, he can 
no longer mb or attack you. 

Prisons can Ire a deterrent, 
but only if they represent 
iliree ingredients — time 
loss, imposed work ethic and 
regimentation. My argument 
is that it s altogether proper 
and fitting and just to de¬ 
mand punishment befitting 
the crime and demand some 
restitution. 

No rehabilitation, no 
group therapy, no parole, no 
probation, no leniency, is 
geing to make those who do 
not want to be useful citi¬ 
zens into useful citizens, and 
believa me, the majority of 


those leading the life of c 
crime without fear of justice i 
or retribution, are perfectly ; 
happy in that kind of life, t 
and go right back to it upon 
any kind of release. : 

There is an answer for our j 
present crime rate. i 

1. Hold men accountable s 
for their acts against their 
fellow-men. This implies 1 
punishment f i t ti n g the 1 
crime. 

2. Return our courts to the 1 
arena Where rational men ■■ 
seek truth and justice, rath¬ 
er than a legalistic gymna¬ 
sium where the criminals 
twist out of the grasp of 
justice.

A county hospital worker L 
was commended by t h o 
Board of Supervisors recently k 
for his help in exposing an ^ 
ambulance chasing opera¬ 
tion at Rancho Los Amigos 
Hospital. 

Tom Noyes, a urology 
technician, was introduced 
to the board and presented 
with an “Award of Merit” by 
Supervisor Baxter Ward', who 
lias conducted three public 
hearings into illegal at¬ 
torney referral activity in 
county hospitals. Ward is 
chairman of the Department 
of Health Services. 

Ward told the board that 
Noyes was approached sev¬ 
eral months ago by an out¬ 
patient who said that a 
large Century City law firm 
would pay him $100 for 
every county patient he re¬ 
ferred plus three per cent of 
insurance settlement a n d 
expenses. Noyes reported the 
offer to his superiors at the 
hospital and worked with 
l.iie District Attorney and the 
State Bar in a .subsequent 
investigation. Last week the 
District Attorney arrested 
Eldon O’Brien, investigator 
for the law firm of Magana 
and Cathcart, and the out¬ 
patient, Gary Reimer, on 
capping charges. Capping is 
an illegal solicitation of 
cases in behalf of an at¬ 
torney'. 

Noyes, a County employee 
for six years, was congratu¬ 
lated by all members of the 
board for helping authori¬ 
ties crackdown on the cap¬ 
ping, which is chronic in the 
county hospital system. 

Supervisor Ward’s report 
on the public hearings and 
his recommendations for 
remedial action are expected 
to bo issued in about 10 
days.

Notes from Your Police Department 


Last year the State Legis 
lature added two sections to 
the Vehicle Code which re¬ 
quire every motor vehicle 
equipped with a camper to 
have a signaling device 
which can be activated from 
inside the camper to gain 
the attention of the driver of 
the vehicle. The device may 
be audible or visual, but 
the vehicle horn cannot be 
used as the signal. 

Campers which ' are con¬ 
structed to allow a person 
to move between the cab 
portion of the vehicle and 
the camped unit or which 
have a sliding or removable 


rear window that can be 
opened by a person inside 
the camper aie not required 
to have a signaling device. 

The law becomes effective 
January 1, 1975 and further 
prohibits carrying any pass¬ 
enger In the camper unit of 
a vehicle which does not 
meet the requirements of the 
new sections.

Personal property tax e s 
not paid by September 3 
must be subject to a six per 
cent penalty, warns B. J. 
Nuremberg, acting Los An¬ 
geles County tax collector. 
The normal date, August 31, 
falls on a Saturday, there¬ 
fore moving this year’s date 
to September 3. 

To be certain that the pay¬ 
ment is made 'before the 
deadline, Nuremberg sug¬ 
gests that the payment be 
taken to the nearest -post of¬ 
fice to insure a postmark on 
or before September 3. Sim¬ 
ply depositing th.e payment 
in the corner mailbox does 
not aways afford this in¬ 
surance. 

Personal property becomes 
subject to seizure and sale 
at public auction if the taxes 
remain unpaid. 

Taxpayers having filed or 
intending to file a petition 
for equalization with the 
Assessment Appeals Board 
on or before September 15, 
the last day, still must pay 
their taxes 'by September 3 
to avoid additional charges, 
Nuremberg said.

Q. — I received a letter 
from a company offering to 
buy my stock. They offered 
more than the stock is sell¬ 
ing for, but it’s quite a bit 
less than I paid for it. 
Should I take the company’s 
offer, and why did the com¬ 
pany make this offer? 

A. — What you should do 
really depends on what you 
think the company is worth 
currently and may be in the 
years ahead, and if you 
think you can use the 
money better elsewhere at. 
this time. The company, in 
my opinion, is fairly specu¬ 
lative but has had a rea¬ 
sonable record. Earnings per 
share for 1973 are less than 
six times the $14 you are 
being offered. On that basis, 
the company is offering you 
more than you could get if 
you sold it on the open mar¬ 
ket. 

Only the management of 
the company knows why 
they have made this offer, 
but there could be several 
factors involved. The book 
value of the company is 
above $18 a share so, if the 
company buys back shares 
at $14, it is increasing the 
value and the earnings per 
share of the remaining 
shares. The company is tak¬ 
ing advantage of the current 
situation in the stock mar¬ 
ket where the stock is sell¬ 
ing less than its asset value. 
There may also be the hope 
that this action will heln 
raise the price at which the 
stock sells. 

Q. — Is it better to invest 
in preferred stocks rather 
than common stocks? 

A. — When pre f erred 
stocks are first issued, they 
are likely to give you a big¬ 
ger dividend than common 
stocks. In bad times, the 
dividend on the preferred’ 1 
may be more stable than 
the commons. The price of 
the preferred will bo affect- 1 
ed by interest rates. But if 
the company continues to 
grow, its common stock may ] 
increase in value and the 
dividend on it may even- ’ 
tually outpace that price 
paid by the preferred. Your 
upward opportunity is limit¬ 
ed in the preferred'; it is not 
in the common.

One of the best ways to do 
this is to obtain a bank 
loan, using u savings ac¬ 
count as security. 

Essentially, such a loan 
allows individuals to borrow- 
their own money, yet estab¬ 
lish credit at the same time. 

These passbook loans are 
among the simplest and 
least expensive types of 
loans to arrange. However, 
a borrower must remember 
that the equivalent of the 
loan’s balance must remain 
in the savings account until 
Ihe loan has been repaid. 

When the cash loan has 
been repaid, the borrower 
already will have beg-un to 
build a good credit record. 

With this established, 
chances of qualifying for a 
charge account or credit 
card should be good, as 
long as the other require¬ 
ments are met. 

Sometimes, however, ob¬ 
taining a bank loan is not 
always the most feasible 
way for a person to estab- 
lishe credit. 

Frequently charge ac¬ 
counts can be acquired from 
stores after participating in 
their lay-away plans. A his¬ 
tory of regular lay-away 
payments could lead to a 
store charge account. In ad¬ 
dition, some retail stores will 
accept charge account ap¬ 
plications from individuals 
with no previous credit if a 
valued- customer serves as 
co-signer. 

Buying items from reliable 
dealers or companies which 
offer credit terms is another 
w-ay of demonstrating one’s 


Someone trying to open a 
charge account without any 
history of credit might be¬ 
gin to feel like a guy trying 
to find a job without any 
past experience. 

However, establishing cre¬ 
dit can be easier than many 
think. 

Whether it’s someone who 
always has paid for every¬ 
thing in cash, a woman who 
wants credit in her own 
right or a young person just 
starting out on his or her 
own, there are, few mo. 
thods the "credit novice" can

Editor's note: William G.

The questions he 
answers here are chosen 
from among those received 
daily by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. — I have seen so many 
going-out-of-business sales 
lately. Are these things for 
real or just another adver¬ 
tising gimmick? 

A. — To be sure a going- 
out-of-business sale is not 
an annual tradition with a 
particular store, check with 
municipal licensing authori¬ 
ties. Most cities have ordi¬ 
nances which require per¬ 
mits and set lime limits for 
going out-of-business sales. 

If you decide to buy, 
please use the utmost care 
in inspecting the merchan¬ 
dise. If something goes 
wrong and the store is gone, 
you’re stuck. 

Q. — I am getting ready 
to buy a .used' car — my 
first. I hear everyone talk¬ 
ing about ‘‘Blue Book” 
prices. Just what is this blue 
book? 

A. — Contrary to a belief 
widely held in Southern 
California, the term ‘Blue 
Book” does not mean the 
same as “Bible.” 

The Blue Book is a guide 
published bv a private firm 
and widely used in automo¬ 
bile sales to determine the 
going prices of cars. Blue 
Book prices are determined 
ihrough market surveys. The 
book is updated' every few 
months to reflect changing 
market values. 

It is important to remem¬ 
ber that the Blue Book lists 
the going prices for an aver¬ 
age car with specific op¬ 
tions. The actual value of a 
particular car will also de¬ 
pend on the car’s condition, 
but he insists it was not his 
fault. He says the coat could 
not withstand cleaning be¬ 
cause of the way it is made. 
All I know is that my coat 
was in perfect condition be¬ 
fore it was cleaned. Would 
they make a coat that could 
not be cleaned? 

A. — The Better Business 
Eureau’s Textile Arbitration 


Panel, a group of experts 
including cleaners, retail 
clothing buyers and home 
economists, has repeatedly 
ruled that drycleaners were 
not at fault when clothes 
made from bonded fabrics 
were damaged during dry- 
cleaning. 

The bonding process used 
in the manufacture of some 
bonded fabrics is unstable 
and will not withstand dry- 
cleaning. On the other hand, 
some bonded fabrics clean 
beautifully. It just is not 
possible to tell by looking at 
the fabric beforehand 
whether it will hold u,p un¬ 
der drycleaning. 

I agree with the feeling I 
think you expressed in 
your question — nobody 
should sell you a coat that 
cannot be cleaned. If the
